Bi-Metallism in Germany. 


Rhodes’ Journal of Banking for 
March contains the following: The 
subject of bi-metallism is begin- 
niug to assume importance in Ger- 
many, as well as in England and 
the United States. In 1873 Ger- 
many adopted the gold mono- 
metallic standard, and consequently 
has had about sixteen years’ ex- 
go to show that there is a large 
party in the country represented 
by a majority in the Reichstag 
composed of Conservatives, Free 
Conservatives and Centrals, who 
are not satisfied with the waiting 
attitude of the Government tpon 
the question of the standards, and 
desire the Chancellor to initiate 
negotiations for an international 


conference on the ratio of value of 


silver to gold. The attitude of the 
Government is undoubtedly that 
of one determined, if possible, to 


maintain the present order of 


things. Germany received in gold 
an immense indemnity from France 
at the close of her last war with 
that country. A very large part 
of this still remains locked up as 
war treasure in the fortress of 
Spandau. 

After receiving this mass of gold 
Germany, whose system of per- 
sonal government permits her to 
act more gs a private individual, 
appears to have undertaken to 
appreciate her holdings by two 
acts, viz., locking up a large part 
of the gold treasure in a fortress, 
never to be used until another war 
might require it, and by demone- 
tizing silver. Doubtless, in de- 
menetizing the latter metal she 
expected that no loss on the silver 
would ensue to her. Those who 
held the demonetized silver were 
permitted to exchange it for gold 


at the prevailing =otia «f Ahern 
and a half to one. The belief was 


that this silver, so received, could 
be sent to the mints of France and 
the Latin Union—then open te 
silver—and recoined in five-franc 
pieces at the same ratio at which 
the German Government had re- 
ceived it for gold. This hope was 


not entirely realized, as France and | M 


the Latin Union, not relishing the 
prespect of coining five-franc 
pieces and paying more gold to 
Germany therefor, closed their 
mints. The German stock of sil- 
ver has therefore been disposed of 
by degrees when the market price 
was most favorable, and probably 
with seme loss which has been 
more than offset by the apprecia- 
tion of the purchasing power of 
the stock of gold held. The adop- 
tion of the bi-metallic standard 
would not, therefore, be of advan- 
tage to the German Government. 
Neither that Governmént nor its 
citizens hold any great stock of 
silver, and to remoaetize silver 
would be raising the value of what 
belongs to others and reduce the 
purchasing power of their stock of 
gold. 

>, The argument of the supperters 
of the Chancellor in the Reichstag 
is not in thie form. They assert 
that Germany is now very pros- 
perous, and that this prosperity is 


standard in 1873. They speak of 
the immense stock of gold in the 
banks and war treasure, and assert 
that the financial prominence of 
their country is growing. While 
these arguments have great force, 
they are not necessarily sound. 
They may state the case correctly 
as far as the Government itself and 
the larger managers of finance are

The Chinese have, accordingly, two classes 
of doctors—one that makes a specialty of 
diseases caused by evil its, and the 
other that comprises all 
ers, whose duty is to restore the five ele- 
ments to their normal portions. 

The confidence placed in the diagnostic 
virtues of the pulse is unlimited. The radia) 
pulse is not the only one depended upon, 
but there are three places on the right 

where the pulse is feit, and the same 
number on the left. Chinese doctors dis- 
tinguish twenty-four different kinds of 
pulse beats. According as the pressure is 
light or heavy they are enabled to diagnose 
the state of the organs. The right wrist 
gives information concerning the condition 
of the heart and intestines, and the left con- 
cerning the condition of the stomach and 
lungs. 

The skin is considered to’rank in impor- 
tance next to the pulse. Names are given 
to almost every square inch of it. Hence 
Chinese doctors are especial ly liberal with 
poultices and plasters... Not..infrequent! 
the plaster that has effected a cure is pas 
on the wall of à doctor's officé. The num- 
ber of such plasters indicate the quality 
the practitioner and the extent of his 
perience. 

Chinese doctors are also very liberal with 
their doses of medicine, In this matter of 
size they are to the public taste, 
for their patient is not pleased with either 
simple or small doses. His medicine must 
be compounded of at least five different 
drugs, in quantities large enough to have a 
telling effect. Hence the Chinese have 
neither respect nor use for homeopathists. 
No sugar-coated pills for them. The blacker 
and thicker the mixture the better are they 
suited. The efficacy of a dose is in direct 
proportion to its size and nauseousness. 

The ingredients used in the art of healing 
are mainly vegetable substances, of which 
cinnamon and ginseng are the most costly 
and highly prized. But mineral substances, 
such as plumbago, sulphate of copper, calo- 
mel, arsenic and red precipitate are just as 
often prescribed. In addition to these, 
various animal substances are deemed valu- 
able for healing purposes. 

The Chinese medical profession may be 
said to be self-taught, for they did not learn 
their art in schools of medicine under dis- 
tinguished specialists. They are mostly 
scholars who have failed to pass the Gov- 
ernment competitive examinations and are 
too lazy to teach. The perusal of several 
standard and ancient medical books is suffi- 
cient to qualify a man for practice. He 
hangs out his sigh and trusts to chance to 
procure him his first patients and to luck 
in his experiments on them. Unless he 
prescribes deadly drugs he is just as likely 
to cure as to kill. In the former case Dame 
Nature desérves all the credit. However, 
his specifics are almost sure to heal certain” 
simple ailments. . 

There are fashionable doctors as well as 
hacks among the Chinese Galens. The 
former never go out except in Sédan chairs, 
and the large fees which they have a right 
to expect are handed them wrapped up in 
red paper on their The hacks’ 
fees are sometimés made dependent on 
their success. As Chinese ladies are not 
permitted to be seen by strange men, they 
are shielded from view by a curtain with 
the exception of their wrists, thrust out to 
be felt by the physician., : 4 

The patient also pays for the hire of the 
Sedan chair, according to the distance he 
has come. The doctor does not present his 
bill or demand a certain sum for his ser- 
vices; he whatever is given him. 
But if he thinks he has been underpaid he
